Minister Seward has 
just been issued by. the Secretary of State, 
which furnishes minute information as to 
Chinese currency, inelnding modes of mint- 
ing and issue, and the influences affecting 
value. It notes the tendency in China, as 
well as in all other Asiatic countrics, ex 

cepting Japan, to place a lowor relative 
value on gold than prevails in Europe and 
‘America. Mr Seward, having collected 
statistics of the relative value of gold and 
silver in China in the lost thirty years, finds 
that the lowest quotation was at Shanghai 
in. 855, gold being rated as 1 to 12'8 silver ; 
the .highest at Peking in August, 1876, 
silver then standing in relation to gold at 
176. - The quotations for gold at the ports 
are shown to vary daily, influonced by its 
flow in commerce.
